Note:— IT will be seen that theie is a diierence between the Amount of the Return in N* 1 for 
1827, and the Return N"" 2, which is accounted for by the fact that the fimner shows the Amount 
of Payments made in 1827, and the latter the Amount of Chai^ properly belonging to that year. 
Some items of the Payments in 1827 belong totheCharge of 1826, while a portion of the Charge of 
1827 was not paid until after the close of that year. And it is the balance between these items, 
amounting to £. 188. 17^. 11 d. which forms the diflbrence between die twb Returns. 



IN A REPORT made to the Lords Commisrioners' of His Majes^j Treasury^ date4 £th 
December 1827, this Board stated. That at that time *< twenty Claims remained unadjudicated; that 
** in most of them the requisite proof had not been produced from the French ofices ; that the delay 
'< in the prosecution thereof was one over whidi the Board had no control, Imd that th^y could not, 
«< even then, state any time within which they could rely upon the production of those proofs^ or 
** upon their finally learning that such proofs could pot be produced. . They submitted it therefore 
<< to their LordAips, whether any or what further time should be granted to those Claimants, or 
'< whether sudi a time had elapsed since the commencement of this portion of their businc^ in 
** May 1826, that it might then, in their Lordships' judgment, be expedient to call upon the 
** Claimants for their proof without further delays and in finlure of its production, to proceed to 
'< rejection, and take the necessary measures for closing the busmess of this Commission." 

By Mr. Hill's Letter, dated 20th December 1 827, the Board were informed, Tliat *" vnth req>ect 
'< to the Gaims mentioned, which had not yet been determined upon, in consequence of the 
« non-production of the required Documents, my Lords desired they shoqld communicate with 
** those parties individually, and fix a day, after which they should receive no Documents whatever 
<' in support of those Claims ; apprizing the parties that it was their Lordships' intention that the 
'* Commission under which they acted should be broken up, and their accounts finally closed on 
** the 25th March next ; after which no Documents whatever in support^ OIimm would be re« 
** ceived, nor would any farther investigation into any Claims be authoriied. And my horik ftuther 
** desired, that the Commissioners would dose their Accounts and transmit them to their Lordships' 
** Board, and break up their Establishment on the 25th March next." 

Since the receipt of this Order, the Commissioners have ft>und that 8 Claims ^n^ in l|ieir 
judgment, entitled to £. 19,621. and one other Claim to a sum nsit yet^asoertained. 

The proofs on the other il, are not yet arrived. 

Under these circumstances, the Board con^der, that all tiie business of Adjudication in the Cases 
now ready, will be finished on the 25th March, as specified in Mr. Hill's Letter, when the Board me 
ordered to close their proceedings. 

The Board, however, think it right to observe, that (hey have not been enabled, nor will be able 
by the said 25th March, to complete and make copies, Ac. &€. firom die dnrfb of die later Awards 
and Adjudications, and particularly of those now pending, in case a reference thereto should be 
hereafter required by His Majesty's Government, or the parties interested*

John WilUng Warren^ Esquire, called in ; and Examined. 

ARE you Chairman of the Commissioners of Charitable Inquiry ? — ^The Speaker, johm W. Wantn, 
is their Chairman; I am one of the Commissioners. Esq. 

In what year were the Commissioners appointed? — ^The first commission was gUF"!!. 

appointed in the year i8i8; it first embraced only charities for education; the ^ iSos! 
following year it was enlarged, and made to extend to all charities of whatever ^ 
description. 

Have you any statement of the expenditure? — I have brought a statement of the 
general expenditure of the commission from its origin. This statement was pre- 
pared in ooedience to an order of the House of Commons for a return of the gene* 
ral expenses of the commission. We have not had time to make out any more 
particular return, but the accounts are here. 

How many Reports have the commissioners made? — ^They have made nineteen. 

What prospect is there of the labours of the commission bemg brought to a close ? 
— I am quite unable to answer that question, it depends so entirely on the state of 
the charities in the counties which they visit. 

What proportion of the charities have you examined into? — We have completed 
the charities of 13 counties, and there are, I think, 16 more counties that are in 
progress. 

Does the commission extend to Wales and Scotland ? — ^To England and Wales, 
not to Scotland. 

Is it probable there will be as much business to go through in the remaining 
counties as in those you have examined ? — It is impossible to judge of that We 
find the number of charities in different counties venr different ; and even the number 
does not enable us to form any correct estimate of what the amount of labour will 
be, because sometimes a great number of charities in one district will require 
much less investigation than a much smaller number in another. 

What is the total expense of the commission up to this time ? — i. 1^8,850. 

Is there any thing due at this time on account of the commission r— No, there 
is nothing now due. 

Is there nothing now due for salaries to the pommissioners ? — ^There will be a 
half-year's payment of salary due on the 5th of April. 

Do the commissioners receive their salary by votes ? — No, it is provided by 
(he Act that the salaries shall be paid half-yearly. 

What are the salaries? — ^There are ten examining con^missioners at 1,000/. a 
year. 

How do they divide themselves? — ^Into five boards. Under the first commis- 
sion the m^mb^ of acting commissioners was eight, and three were required t<> 
make a board. There were then two travelling boards, and one in London, made

up by the assistance of some one of the honorary commissioners. Under the 
present commission there are ten acting conimissioners, and two make a board. 
These are now divided into fire boards. 

What is the annual exp^ise of ihe establishment ? — I cannot state that from the 
paper I have before me, but the accounts are here. By the Act, 8,000/. a year 
are allowed for the expenses of the commission, exclusive of the commissioners' 
salaries ; but the expenses have not amounted to so much, as this paper will show. 
The ten commissioners receive each 1,000/. a year, the secretary receives 500/. 
a year, the five clerks 300/. each, and there is a permanent messenger and house- 
keeper at So/, a year ; those are all the permtnent salaries ; the commitiionenof 
course have travelling allowances ; their expenses are paid. 

In what way are those allowances regulated ?—TTiey are regtilated by a weekly 
or daily payment; the two commissioners receive ten guineas a week, or i/. lo^. 
a day ; the clerk receives a guinea a day ; the clerks are gentlemen whom we have 
selected with a view to their assisting us with their knowledge of the proceedings, 
as well as their manual labour. 

How many commissioners go together ? — ^Two go together. 

What time do they devote to the inquiry ?■— It would be somewhat difficult to 
answer that precisely ; I should think that, on the whole, the time expended in the 
examinations in London and in the country, is about four monUiiB in the year. 
I do not mean consecutively, but at different times ; while the commissioners are 
in the country the examinations are taken with great diligence every day, and Ae 
whole of every day is devoted to taking them ; the commissioners then return to 
town, and there they digest their Keports, and a great deal of additional matter is 
frequently collected in London. 

Have you a short-hand writer attending to take the eyidence? — Our clerks take 
the evidence, not in short-hand. 

Does not Aat occupy much more time than if it was taken in short-hand ?*— W^ 
think not; we endeavour so to take the evidence as that it shall in some measure 
form a preparation fbr the Report ; the examinations are n6t in general taken down 
in question and answer, they are gone through with the witness, and when we 
lea.m what the witness has to ststte, the answers are dictated by us to the clerk 
who takes the notes, and are taken down in the form of a narrative ; the witness, 
of course, hearing and confirming it. 

What are your hours of exaitlination x^hen in the country^? — We commence at 
ten, or about tliat time, and we profess to continue till four ; that has been the case 
with the board to which I belong ; but we frequently sit much later, and often work 
in the evenings. 

Do you consider that eight months is required to digest the evidence you take in 
the course of four ? — No, not eight^dertainly ; but I think it requires as much time 
to digest the evidence and prepare the Report, as to take the examinations ; we find 
the correspondence we have to enter into, and the investigation of accounts and 
other documents, take much time, and we frequently have to add forther exami^ 
nations to those taken in the country. I should say, from my own experience, for 
the amount of eight months in the year in general, *we are occupied in the exami- 
nation, and the business belonging to it 

What become of the other four months of the year ?— That the Commissioners 
hope they are entitled to consider as their own, to attend to ^eir prrofessional and 
other concerns. 

Who are the commissioners ? — I have not a list, but I can state who they are ; 
there are ten honorary commissioners, and ten stipendiary commissioners ; the 
examining commissioners are, myself, Mr. WilKam Grant, Mr. Wtray Hu^ 
Holbech, Mr. William Roberts, Mr. Wilkinson Matthews, Mr. Robert Marsham, 
Mr. James M'Mahon, Mr. Daniel Finch, Dr. Bumaby of the Commons, and 
Mr. George Daniell. 

Have those commissioners anyother employment ?— They are all barristers. 

Are they acting barristers ? — ^They were aH so when appointed, but some of them 
have now ceased to act as barristers, two of them very lately ; they are of consi- 
derable standing. I would here beg to add, thait tibe commissioners being all 
actively engaged in their profession when appointed, did not conceive it to be ex- 
pected of them that they should forego their professional views in consequence of 
the appointment. They therefore endeavoured so to arrange the times of taking 
the examinations as to admit of their necessary attendance in the t^ourts, and on 

the circuits and sessions.

Do the honorary commiasioaerB ww attend? — Yes, they attend at the general Join w. Wmren, 
boards. ^• 

How often are &ose general boards? — They are held always twice a year pre- 
vioudy to the presenting the half-yearly Report ; each board produce tiieir own 
Reports, and they are considered, at least so far as it is necessary, at a general 
board, or more than one if necesbary. 

What is the rale as to meeting m LcMidon? — There is no rule, but each board 
meM as they find it expedient 

Is therte any register Ic^pt of the times of meetings? — ^Yes. 

How often do diey me6t in ea<^ week ? — At the time they are in London ihev 
meet very seldom, except when they are on London charities, Or those Widiin reach 
of LotadM; the business done with iredpe6t to die oountty ch^tities whidh have 
been examined into after the return of the commissioners, is sometimes dckie at the 
office, but more frequently at their private houses or their chambers. 

Were you ttne of the original commissioners ? — ^Yes. 

Froto whom did you receive your instructions as to the extent of your duty, and 
the times of attendance, and modes of proceeding? — We received no instructions 
at all ; we'tttet as soon as the conkmission ^was issued, and considered what mode 
we should proceed in, and our proceeding has been on our own suggestion ; the 
honorary comtnissidners, cts well as the stipendiary commissioners, met ibr that 
purpose. 

Was it left for yourselves to fix what time you would devote to those matters ?— 
Yes, entitely. 

Has no report been made to the Treasuty of the time you would devote to it?— 
No. 

Have not the Treasury been acquainted with the number of months devoted to 
this matter?-^ No, they have not, except by the accounts of our travelling 
expenses. 

Have there been no other reports to the Treasury than those which have been 
printed ? — Our accounts ore passed at the Treasury, but Our Reports are made to 
the Secretary (rf State. 

Do you not think the business might be much more quicklv performed, and per-* 
haps b^tt^r peirform^, if the commissioners had nothing else to do but to attend 
to that duty, and sit de die in diem ? — Unquestionably, if they were to sit de die in 
diem they would get throueh more business ; the business they do get through, 
I think, they could not get through more expeditiously than they do» 

Making allowance for the time they devote to it? — Yes. 

Does die secretary issue regular summoimes for board days when in town, or 
does the secretaiy always remain in the office, and allow the commissioners to come 
when they please r— The commissioners appoint days when they wish to meet. 

Do the same commissioners always form the s^ne board ? — Not in the ^ami* 
nation of LcHidon charities, but the same commissioners usually travel together. 

When the commissioners are in London, is there any additional expense similar 
to the expense for travelling r — None at all, there is no expense then ; and that is 
one reason why we wish to shorten as much as possible the time that we pass in 
the country ; we employ ourselves there in taking evidence simply, and taking 
abstracts of deeds, and we devote so much time in the preparation of the Report, 
and digestittg the evidence ia London, because there it is done without any extra 
expense. 

Which are the 13 counties which are finished? — Bedford, Cumberland, Derby^ 
Devon, Oxford, Rutland, Somerset, Southampton, Stafford, Surrey and South- 
wa)rk, Westmorland, York, and the City of Bristol. York may be considered as 
three counties. 

"What proportibnof the 10 commissioners are employed in travelling in the 
country? — They all form travelling boards; all four boards are now out of town 
on their circuits ; my colleague is on his professional circuit, otherwise we also 
should be now travelling. 

Do the saaae two commissioners always go together ? — ^That is the general prin- 
ciple, but it is not invariably observed ; one of the commissioners was taken from 
our commission, and went to Ireland on the Irish Education Commission ; during 
that time we had a broken board, and the work of the commissioner who was so 
let loose from his companion was apportioned among the rest ; his time was not 
lost; bnt that made a variation in the mode of the commissioners going together, 
and other causes have at times occasioned such variations.

Do any of the honorary commissioners malce excursions?— No, never. 

You have described the clerks as being intelligent persons, fit to associate with 
yourselves, and to assist you in your work ; are they men so competent as to be 
aWe to carry on an investigation of this kind by themselves ? — They have much 
assisted us m subordinate parts of the investigation, but I do not think them com^ 
petent to carry on the investigation by themselves. 

Are they bred to tiie law ? — Yes, they are most of them gentlemen intended, 
I believe, U)r solicitors, or actually such, and one who means to come to the bar. , 

Of course the travelling expenses are charged only for the four months ? — Only 
for the time that the commissioners are actually out, from the day of leaving London 
Itill the day that they return. 

Even when &ey are resident for some time in certain places a daily allowance U 
cbarg^ed? — Yes. 

Although they should be stopping for a month at any particular place ^—Yes, 
the allowance is intended to meet their expenses of living at inns ; it does not cover 
the charges of the road, that is, posting and coach hire ; they are charged as con- 
;tingent expenses. 

Was it left to the discretion of the commissioners to apportion their own cir- 
Cttits? — ^Yes. 

Do th^ honorary commissioners ever interfere to direct the course which the 
other commissioners shall take ? — ^They never do. At the setting off of the com- 
mission there Was a general consultation with the honorary commissioners as to the 
course that should be pursued, and the circuits that it was proposed to take wei^e 
.submitted to them, and they approved of them; but from that time they have never 
interfered, but have left the stipendiary commissioners to pursue their own course. 
' Have the commissionei^ you have now named been the same the whole time ?-^ 
Yes, except the two last, who came in on the second commission; under the first 
commission there were only eight commissioners; Doctor Burnaby and Mr. Daniell 
were the two last appointed. 
. Is Doctor Burnaby an advocate in the Commons ? — ^Yes, he is. 

In what branch is Mr. Daniell ? — He is at the Chancery bar ; I believe he has 
now withdrawn from practice. 

Have the honorary commissioners the same power under the Act as the stipeur 
dianr commissioners ? — -Yes, precisely so. 

The only difference is, their not receiving pay, and not going circuits ? — Yes, 
they may go the circuits if they choose. ^ 

You enter sometimes into very minute inquiries? — Yes, we sometimes do. 

Are not the greater number of cases of very small amount, and such as turn out 
not worth inquiring into? — ^The greater number perhaps are of small amount; 
we fre-'^iiently find mat those of the smallest amount give us the greatest trouble^ 
they are the most likely to be overlooked and lost 

Does your experience as to what has passed, in an examination of this sort, lead 
you to think it would be possible to take a somewhat more summary view of the 
charities in the remaining counties vou have not inquired into, by which the trouble 
and expense might be materially aoridged ? — We have thought that the mode we 
have pursued was that which alone was calculated to give such a knowledge of 
the state of the different charities as should secure them from future oblivion, oi* 
^future abuse ; I am far from saying it might not be <ione in a more abridged formy 
but we have frequently considered the case, and have come to the conclusion that 
we could best perform our duty in pursuing the course we have done. 

Although it is evidently desirable to have it as much in detail as possible, yei 
considering die great expense to the Public, might not the substantial part of th^ 
inquirr be attained without ffoing to the extent of detail which you have hitherto 
gone into ? — I cannot say that it might not be done, but I can out repeat what I 
have stated ; that we think we have not gone into any further detail than wa^ 
advisable for giving a complete knowledge of die state of the different charities ;f 
I am quite aware how desirable it is to make the inquiry as little expensive as pos-' 
sible; I would rather, before I answer that question, consult my colleagues 
when they come to town ; an individual opinion of my own might mislead th^ 
Committee. '

remedial powers ; they are only to inquire and report ; but they have, where it is^Marcb 
appeared that the abuse could be remedied in that way, endeavoured to do so by 1^28. 

representation to the parties, and pointing out to them in what manner their dufy ^ v^ ^ 

ought to be performed, and in very numerous cases their representations have been 
attended to, the misconduct has been corrected ; that is a good resulting from tl^ 
labours of the commissioners which does not always ^pear from their Reports ; it 
has been silently performed, and will so have escaped pubUc notice ; wnere the 
abuse has been such as it was out of their power so to correct, they have, under the 
directions of the Act, submitted those cases to the attomey-^nera^ that he might 
decide whether they should be brought before the Court of Chancery in the shape 
of an information. 

Has it occurred to you and the other commissioners that any board or controlling 
authority could be established locally in each county, with a.view of preventing the 
abuses in future occurring ?— No idea of that kind has been under consideration ; 
among the commissioners it has been very much under consideration with them 
what methods could be adopted for preventing some of the mischiefs that have 
arisen in the management of the charities, such as some mode of iq>pointing trus- 
tees where all the former trustees are dead, or there is likely to be such a f^ure ; 
from such failures in past times we find many charities lost, or in a state of obscu- 
rity, which we have with difficulty developed : we have also considered what means 
there might be of depositing documents respecting charities in some safe place, 
where they might not be liable to destruction or loss, which they are frequency by 
remaining in private hands ; but though we have thought of it much, we have 
never been able to come to any satisfactory opinion as to the best way of attaining 
either of those points. 

Will you take the trouble of consulting, at the first meeting of the commissioners^ 
whether any suggestions might be offered for those purposes, the guarding of the 
documents, and an immediate check, by a power of appeal being given to local 
authority ? — I will certainly do that 

Have you been in the habit of preparing the matter for your visits to different 
counties, by sending circulars of the heads of inquiry which you should. wish to 
enter into, to any of the resident gentlemen or clergy? — No, not exactly that; the 
course we pursue before we enter any county is, to write circulars to the clergyman 
of each parish, requesting a return of the charities in those parishes, and the names 
of the trustees. 

Do you not think it would be practicable to make your previous inquiries 
a little more full, so as to shorten your inquiry at the place? — 1 do not see how 
we can shorten the inquiry more than we do, by requiring them to brinff all their 
deeds and all their documents which can apply to the inquiry ; we should not be 
content to have a statement made out by the parties, we should still require to see 
the documents. 

Have you a statement of the counties in progress ? — I have ; the counties are 
Berks, Essex, Gloucester, Hereford, Kent, Lancaster, London, Middlesex, 
Northampton, Nottingham, Salop, Suffolk, Sussex, Warwick, Worcester, Hert- 
ford ; three of the counties not finished, Berks, Kent and Sussex, were examined 
under the first commission, which related only to charities for education ; all the 
charities for education in those three counties have been examined, but no other ; 
they cannot, perhaps, be strictly considered in progress, because we have put them 
aside for the present, and have directed our attention to other counties, which, for 
their general charities, appeared to require it j some of the counties mentioned 
here as not finished will be soon finished, perhaps in the course of this spring^ 
others are about half finished ; there are two or three in which only some partial 
inquiries have been made ; those can hardly properly be considered as actually in 
progress, still they fall under the description of counties begun, but not finished ; 
the greater number of those are in a state of considerable forwardness. 

Have you reason to suppose that in any of those counties where, about ten 
years ago, you made the beginning of your inquiries, any fresh abuses have subse* 
quently crept in ? — We have no knowledge of any such case, nor any reason to 
form an opinion, one way or the other, upon the subject 

From the nature of the case, have you left the districts where your inquiries have 
been completed in a state to make it improbable that any subsequent abuse should 
creep in ? — We have, so far as this, that we have corrected every abuse that

we coold, as &r fts h went; those that we coold not cmrselves deal with we have 
reported to the attome3r-«^iieral. We consider and hope that the publication of 
our Reports, in the detail m which they are given, will be the means of preventing 
future abuse, bjr making it known to the persons interested what the real state of the 
charity is, and enabling them to see whether it is properly administered or not ; and 
with reference to the preservation of documents, we have set forth the deeds 
respecting the charities perhaps more at length than we should otherwise have done, 
for the very purpose of meeting, in some degree, a contingent evil— of deeds of 
endowment being lost ; should mat in future be the case, we conceive our Reports 
will be a sort of iuccedaneumy not a legal substitution of evidence, but still would 
afford such a complete and accurate knowledge of the nature of the charity as in 
a great measure to supply the want of the original documents. 

Would it not be better, to insure their being more permanently of record, to 
direct their being enrolled or deposited in some public places? — I think it would, 
but that was trieo ; some years ago there was an Act requiring the enrolment of all 
charities, which was very inoperative ; it was carried into effect in a few counties 
only ; it would be a very good thing, but at the same time we find an immense 
number of charities, particularly in some counties, where the documents are lost 
and cannot be enrolled, and we are obliged to resort to tables of benefactions in 
churches, entries in parish books, inscriptions on tomb-stones, or such inferior 
kinds of evidence. 

Did the commissioners ever make an estimate of the aggregate value of the 
abuses that they have brought to light ?• — No, those lie dispersed in all their 
Reports, and they have never made any collection of them : in the year 1 824, 
when the Act appointing the commission was renewed, a return was made to the 
Secretary of State's Office, of the number of charities which had been then 
investigated^ and the amount in value that they came to. I think that the number 
of charities was above 10,000 at that time, and the annual amount, as far as my 
recollection goes, 320,000/. a year ; those are contained in the 12 first volumes of 
the Reports. 

Does the amount of 138,850/. include in it the expense of printing your Reports 
connected with your commission? — No, it does not.

IN consequence of the communications which I have had the honour of holding 
with you on the subjecf of the Minefatogtca! Survey of Scotland, in which 
I was engaged under the Botrd of Ordnance while holding the situation of chemist 
to that Board, I now beg leave to transmit, for the inspection of the Lords Com- 
missioners of His Majesty's Treasury, a map, showing the nature of the work, and 
the extent to which it has been earned, and at the same time to request you wil! 
state to their Lordships that I shall be ready to devote myself to the continuance 
and completion of this undertaking, if they shall deem it of sufficient consequence 
to justify the moderate annual expense which it will require for a few years. 

It is unnecessary for me to point out the advantages of such a work, if properly 
executed, nor to insist on the importance of rendering useful and available to the 
Public the materials which have been already collected and prepared by the appli- 
cation of much time and labour at the public expense. 

The work was commenced by order in 1814, and conducted without interrup- 
tion for seven years, to 1820, having in 1821 been interrupted by illness; but 
before that I had spent three summers in Scotland, carrying on the same observa- 
tions, so that three years more should be added, while perhaps the value of one 
year further should be reckoned, on account of a previous knowledge of the 
country obtained while at college. This would give eleven years of total work. 

The 
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MII^E^^LOGICAL SURVEY OF SCOTLAND, 3 

The proportion finished may be estimated at two thirds of the total area' 
excluding Shetland and Orkney; and therefore it might be computed that five 
years and a half, or six, should complete it, exclusively of those islands. This 
estimate could be fixed, did it resemble ordinary map surveying ; but from the 
very variable nature of different districts, geologically considered, such a rule can^ 
not be applied ; a square mile in one place having sometimes occupied as much 
time as a hundred in another. Independendy of this, as it is impossible to see 
the nature of the rocks in wet weatlier, a very bad summer might materially reduce 
the labours of a season ; while, if extreme geographical accuracy were required, 
there might remain many corrections to be made at the end of the work. Thus, 
what might, under favourable circumstances, be finished in five years, might also 
require even two or three more, particularly if Orkney and Shetland are to be 
included. 

The irregular manner in which this survey has been carried on must be my 
apology for not being able to state the entire past expenses, as a large portion of 
them was paid by myself; but of the total time stated, eleven years, the Ordnance 
paid during six only, and even then partially; so that in giving up the whole 
map, as far as it is executed, to the Public, 1 may consider at least half the work 
as having been performed without any expense to the Government. 

As chemist to the Ordnance my salary was 566/. per annum, with an assistant 
at 65/. and stationery. The survey became subsequently included in this duty, 
because the engineer officer on the trigonometrical survey did not understand 
this subject; and the same addition as was made to the principal surveyor, namely, 
300/. per annum, was promised to me for this extra service, but ultimately not 
granted. The actual allowance was 2 ^. a mile for all distances, however travelled, 
together with i /. a day for personal expenses, and a bill for contingences ; instru- 
meats, maps, and extra stationery, being also granted on demand. The actual 
expense, of course, varied with the length and activity of the season, which, from 
the delays naturally arising in such an office as mine, at the commencement 
of each, was often very much confined, as was the work in consequence. 

Having stated thus much, I have only to add, I shall be ready to proceed imme- 
diately to Scotland for the prosecution of this work, if the Lords of the Treasury 
should be pleased to authorize and direct me so to do.

READ letter from Dr. M*Culloch, dated i6th April last, stating the nature 
arid extent of his services under the Board of Ordnance, in making a Mineni- 
logical Survey of Scotland, and inclosing a map of the work in question. 

It appears that Dr. M'CuUoch being in the service of the Board of Ordnance as 
professor of chemistry, was first in the year 1814 employed by that department in 
the scientific and laborious survey to which his memorial relates, and that he has at 
different periods been occupied during eleven seasons in the prosecution of the 
work ; having in that time completed about two thirds of the undertaking, and 
prepared the materials of a complete mineralogical map of Scotland to that 
extent. 

It appears also that the Board of Ordnance having considerably reduced the 
establishments of that department, and among others having abolished the office of 
professor of chemistry, this important work can no longer be carried on under the 
authority of that Board ; and that unless the means be afforded to Dr. M*Culloch 
from some other source for the prosecution of the survey, the work must remain 
incomplete, and the benefit which might be derived to the Public from the researches 
already made, with much learning, skill and labour, will be nearly if not wholly 
lost to the Public. 

It is stated by Dr. M*Culloch that there is every reason to expect that in five 
years more, if the seasons are not peculiarly unfavourable to the survey, the whole 
work may be completed. 

My Lords are of opinion that the Board of Ordnance judged rightly in directing 
this survey to be undertaken by a person so eminently qualified by mineralogical 
knpwlectge for the execution of it as Dr. M^Culloch; and as they conceive that 
a complete Mineralogical Map of Scotland must prove, not only highly interesting 
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in a scientific point of view, but of considerable practical utility to many branches 
of industry connected with the mineral kingdom, they desire that Dr. M'CuUoch 
may be mformed that, in order to enable him to continue the work and to complete 
it as expeditiously as possible, they are disposed to recommend to His Majesty to 
make such allowance to him for that purpose out of the Civil List Revenue of 
Scotland as may be equivalent to the allowances for travelling, personal, and other 
expenses made to him by the Board of Ordnance, together with a remuneration of 
2 /• a day for his labour, while actually engaged in the survey, which my Lords 
understand cannot be carried on during more than six months in the year, even in 
the most favourable season. 

As it appears also that the work may be considerably abridged, and the conclu* 
sion of it accelerated by the aid of an assistant, my Lords will be prepared to 
sanction the further issue of a sum not exceeding 90 /. to Dr. M'Culloch for that 
purpose, at the eud of each season of survey, on his certificate that he has actually 
disbursed such sum for such assistance. 

Write to Dr. M'CuUoch accordingly, and acquaint hioi that my Lords will give 
authority and directions to the Barons of the Exchequer in Scotland to pay him for 
this service, if he is willing to undertake it, at the rate above mentioned, upon his 
application to them at the close of each quarter of a year in which he may have 
prosecuted the survey, certifying what time he has been employed in it, and what 
expenses, within the above limits, he may have incurred.

IN reply to your letter of the present date, signifying the resolutions of the 
Lords Commissioners of His Majesty's Treasury relating to the survey of Scotland, 
I have the honour to state that I shall obey their orders by immediately proceeding 
to Scotland for the purpose of continuing that work. 

I have only to add, that the rates of allowance and the charges under the Ord-

The Board postponed deciding on this suggestion till the Doctor should exhibit 
the rough maps and drawings; but on the 27th July 1821 they informed him 
that they acquiesced in his oflfer to finjsh the geological survey at his own expense. 
Dr. M'dulloch then wrote a private note to the Secretary (Mr. Crew) representing 
that this' U^ould oblige him to re-model his Report in every point, and requesting^ 
tiietidfofe^ to Have the Report returned to him, with its accompanying drawings, 
which he stated shodd be restored with his new Report. Tlie Report was given 
up to him on the 4th August 1821, ** in order that he might perfect it and return 
*' it to the Boattf when he should have finisheid the survey/* No further com- 
miitrioatioh'ftbm Df. M^Ciilloch on the subject has however since been received. 

On the f3th January 1826, Dr. M*Culloch's appoiritment of Ordnance chemist 
add assayist of metals ceased ; and the Master-General and Board informed. hiih 
that he would then be able to transfer hi^ individual attention and services to the 
gclological survey under the Treasury. 

>Majer' Colby's opinioi^, as given ia his letter of the 1 oth instant, is, that a detailed 
aeeoudt of the strata in and near thie lines of the meridian, passing from Black Down, 
irt'Dotsetshire, to Balta Island, in Zetland, is still due from Dr. M'Culloch to the 
Ordnance, 'as weH as some account of the stratification and probable density of

MY long continued jUness^ already reported to you, will^ I hope» form my 
apology to His Majesty's Lords Compiis^oneir^ of the. Treasury for not baying 
sooner reported to the Ordnance, as commanded by their letter of the 2 2d Sep- 
tember 1828. 

1 have sent the Report demamjed by them, according to my promise, as accepted 
by them, hy letter of 27th July 1821, granting me permission to finish the survey 
'' of the meridian line in Scotland at my own expense." If there has been an 
error on my part in not having before sent to them what was completed long ago, 
it is that I believed, when my ofiice under the Ordnance was abolished, that | was 
fiilly and completely transferred, myself, my papers, . and my knowledfle» ta the 
Treasury, and that my future duty was to obey their commands, and if my error 
in this respect has been attended with any inoonyeaience to the public service, 
I shall much regret it ; but I have been always ready to transmit the report on 
the tneridian line in Scotland, completed at xny own expense, to the Ordnance^, 
had they called for it. 

Having also noiv transmitted to them a second and an absolutely .compietedy 
report on the mountains for the purpose of ascertaining the earth's density, this 
being the only other service on which I was used by them as a ^ologpcal surveyor, 
there id nothmg of any nature on this subject r^maiping uncompleted or iw^rfeci. 

I trust. Sir, that I may how venture to represent the very gneat loss and incon- 
venience that I sustain by the delay in paying the amount of the expenses, of which 
almost four fifths consist in disbursements ; and I hope that my Lords will direct, 
without delay, the payment of the sum . due for 1827, that I may be enabled to 
proceed with the work as it ou^ht to be done, and at as early a period (at least the 
middle or end of April) as is required for the saving of time in the ratire 
operation. 

It is perhaps proper that I should state here, that the service on which I am 
now employed is perfectly distinct from those which I was directed to perform by 
the Ordnance. The present service is to survey mineralogically, with statistical 
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views^ the wbole of Scotlatifdl Those under (he Ordnt^ice.were, firstt^to survey n 
given portion or belt under the meridian of Balta, Portsoy, and iCelly Law, from 
, Shetland to the Border ; and^ secondly, to select a ^nountavi or ,moup(aMia, |6r tb& 
purpose of making experiments on the density of the earth. It is true, that while 
epgaged in these surveys^ and on a prior one respecting limestones, I* took aclvan-^ 
tage of the opportunities of being on the ^ot thus am)rded mc to make further 
mineralpgical observations for thelurtherance of science, and with a view to eventual 
utility to the country from this species t of knowledge. But it is eqilally true that 
I have never charged, and never received a shillirig for any expenses bat those 
bestowed on the services for wbich I wm specifically employed; and that all 
expenses of travelling, except those which consisted in seeking limestones, in pro- 
ceeding from mountain to mountain, and in examining them, and in the investiga- 
tion of the iDeridiaa belt, (as far a3 this last was clone at tbe fmbliQ etcponH) fvere 
defrayed by myseij^ while in the Last^tnentioned Qervfce» tike additions made #k i^y 
own expense amount to upwards of 2^000 square miles* | 

It was to complete a nciberakigical abd statistiiral survey, based 00. tl^ investiga- 
tions just alluded to, that I was engaged by the Treasury in i$96; and thejMiy 
r^yinent yet made by the PuUic on account of this survey has been that ifhich 
have received from the Treasiufy for the year 1826. ,.

The bills appear to be holograph of Dr. M'CuUoch, and are all signed by him ; 
and the reporter begs leave to acquaint your Lordships that he has checked the 
summations of tbem^ and also the calculationa of the charges of 2 s. per mile for 
travelling, 2 /• per diem for remuneration, and 1 /. per diem for travelling expenses, 
and found them all correct, provided the number of miles travelled, and number 
of days employed are correctly stated. 

In regard to the first bill, being a statement of the number of miles travelled by 
Dr. M^Culloch in making the survey, and in travelling from London to Scotland 
and returning, the reporter feels himself under the necessity of stating to your 
Lordships that the samie observation applies to the bill for the year under consi- 
deration, as he took the liberty of submitting upon the bills of the two preceding 
years; namely, that from the various roads aad directions in which the Doctor 
appears to have travelled, the reporter has no means of ascertaining the correctness 
of the number of miles stated to have been traveled. 

It may be proper to mention to your Lordships, that the number of miles stated 
to have been travelled in 1826 amounted only to 4,428 j but that year the Doctor 
was only 108 days occupied in the survey. The number of miles stated to have 
.been travelled in 4827-amountedto 7,743; but in his bill for his assistant for that 
year the Doctor stated he was employed more than the six months, (the time pre- 
acribod by the Treasury Minute), which might account for the great excess iii the 
oumW of miles beyond that of the former vear. 

In the year 1828, the charges for which are now under consideration, ti)e 
Doctor appears to have been occupied the whole six months authorized by the 
Treasury Minutie, the contents of which is, as stated by him, 184 days, and the 
number oCmiles stated to have been travelled amount to 8,713, being 970 miles 
more than in the year immediately preceding. It appears, from his bill, that he

READ report of the Barons of the Exchequer, dated 2d instant, ofn* the 
bills of Dr. John M^CuUoch for his mineralogieal surrey of Scotland, in suni&i^r 
1 828, in which they transmit a report of the auditor upon these accounts; 
Write to Dr. M'Culloch to acquaint him that my Lords have received from thte 

\ Barons of the Exchequer of Scotland his account for expenses^for the year 1828, 
in which thev perceive a charge for 8,713 miles travelled during the. season, tbfe 
number of days charged 184 ; that deducting the distance between London and 
Sobtland^ and the time probably occupied in going and returning, it would appear 
that the daily distance travelled by Dr. M'Cuiloch on the survey, was rather more 
than 50 miles, which, considerable daily progress 6n a scientific survey, leads' my 
Lords to apprehend some clerical error in stating the account ; and that befiore 
they ^ve directions for the preparation of a warrant for the issue of the money, 
they request to be informed by Dr, M'Culloch whether they are comect in sup- 

: posing that some error has been accidentally made in preparing the accounts, either 
as to the number of miles travelled, or the number of days occupied, in which cbsq 
they desire that it may be corrected. 

State to him at the same time that it would be satisfactory to my Lords that he 
should add a certificate to the present and future accounts, that, to the best of his 
knowledge and belief, the number of miles charged for b not greater than the 
number actually travelled by land on his survey. 



Sir, Moffat, July 12, 1829. 

IN answer to your letter of the 16th of June, which after mucli difficulty has 
followed me hither, I beg to make the following remarks, which, from their fulness, 
will, I trust, prove more satisfactory to their Lordships, His Majesty's Commis- 
sioners of the Treasury, than a briefer t^nswer. 

This kind oif survey, though, " scientific" as you properly remark, does not 
require any thing demanding rest or delay ; on the contrary, the more ground that 
can .be traversed, the faster it is done. It consists in the sight, in contact, or near 
at hand, of so much ground ; geological knowledge and experience learning to 
determine tracts of rock by single masses, analysis and inference, and the physiog- 
nomy of ground. 

' I was desired originally to execute it with as much ^peed as possible, and this 
has also been suggested or urged since, more than once, impliedly or otherwise, 
particularly in 1828 ; so that 1 considered myself as especially meeting the wishes 
of my Lords in the rapidity which your letter notes. Hence a steady and ardent 
pursuit, seldom leaving an hour's rest in a day of entire daylight, or even a single 
Sunday, for months ; and my Lords will understand, that as the ground must be 
examined at hand, and not at a distance, as in geographical isurveying, certain biil^s 
must be " travelled" or executed, that the work may be so too. The work is in 
itself an act of travelling, of space, distance, and every mile is so much of the 
survey* 

With respect to 1828 also, a large portion of the time was occupied in a country 
• full of good intersecting roads, which permitted of easy travelling ; whtte, aUo, the 
geological nature of this tract, as the map will demonstrate, rendered that indis- 
pensable; and further, as to the " days compared to the miles,'^ my anxiety to 
finish a very painful and vexatious work, for the toils of which I become annually 
less fit, and of which I much desire to- see the end, induced me to spend more 
than six months on it in each of the last two seasons ; while I now see that I mis- 
apprehended a clause in the Treasury Letter of July 1826, saying " it was under- 
stood that the time occupied would not exceed six months," as meaning that 
I should not claim the allowance per diem for a longer time, whereas the intention 
was that I should not claim for a longer period than that of my absence on this

service. Hence I named only 184 days, so tiiat my Lords will even perceive iliat 
I have not charged in 1828, uxl also in 1827, what I was entitled to do. ^

I tnist that tms4atail0d explana^on will satisfy my Lofds ;. but if it is their wish 
that I should not carry on this work so fast, and they will be pleased, to name a 
limit, it will give me grral aatisfaction to. conform jiotooly in ^obedience to them, 
but for my own partial relief from a very severe toil thou^ in that case I presume 
,tbey will consent to prolong the expected time of completion proporttoualiy or 
indefinitely.

But supposing that an 
answer, even if given, would not be . immediate, it would probably be safest at the 
post-office, Berwick; whereas if I find ^o counter order, I shall suppose that their 
Lordships silence implies approbation. 

I write the certificate which you have commanded on a separate paper, in case it 
should be necessary th^t it should be attached to the bills in question.

To report what has been surveyed in the most intelligible manner, I will request 
you to take a line on the map of Scotland in the following direction, and co conceive 
all to the south of it examined, though with some subjects of hesitation, from the 
cause above stated. If that line may appear vague in words, it is even more so in 
feet ; because it cannot be defined nor considered finished up to its apparent limits 
till it is met nprthwards by a continuation of this survey. 

You will please to begin about Ardwell, south of Girvan, and proceed to Dalmel- 
iington by Straiton, and then to the south of Sanquhar, and thus to Crawford ; hehcQ 
to reebles, Lauder and Eyemouth, where the boundary tera^m^tesi^ so as to cut off 
this part of Scotland from the northern part adjoining ; which, as finished in the 
last year's survey, terminates on this line, about Dalmellington, commencing from 
the west, leaving a great tract of the great coal-field, east of it untouched, 'together 
with all the same qp to. Edinburgh, Lithgow and Stirling, and southwards to 
St. Abbs Head and Eyemouth. 

You will thus perceive that a very large tract of Scotland has been examined this 
season, so as to have brought the work much farther on than I had expected when 
I planned this portion. 

I know not if a notice of what is connected with the statistical ends is expected, 
as I have not hitherto been commanded to make any partial report of this nature ; 
but if it be so, the following portion is the chiefly interesting one ; while a report 
of every thing, I need scarcely say, would form a sort of volume, even now imprac- 
{iqable, while it must needs form part of a general one hereafter. 

I allude to the definition of a coal-field, hitherto not known in Scotland as such ; 
and no where wrought, except very partially near Canobie. This hitherto unsus- 
pected tract reaches from Faafia HiH and the Cwter Fell, all the way to Ardbig- 
land, in Galloway, but it is very mueh broken, and apparently worthless westward 
of Langholm ; while eastward, for a very wide and continuous space, it lies chiefly 
in the Duke of Buccleuch's lands, though I am not fully informed as to his bound- 
aries. In the decidedly worthless part much money has been idly wasted ; and to 
save this in future is to stop the diversion of the capital to unproductive purposes^ 
At the other extremity it has not been known or understood, and thus reversely 
there may be gain from the knowledge, as the actual discovery of coal would improve 
a now very unproductive country. To mark the field is the fundamental step, and 
it is all of which my survey can take cognizance. 

I presume that this is as much as was expected by my Lords, in a report of this 
nature ; and it is pleasing to me that the compactness of the district examined allows 
it to be so brief. 

I trust also that it will be gratifying to their Lordships to know that the tract 
surveyed this year is more extensive, and at the same time more compact, than any 
that has yet been executed.

From the National Vaccine Establishment to the Secretary 
of State for the Home Department. 



TO THE LORD VISCOUNT MELBOURNE, 

Secretary of State for the Home Department, 8cc. &c. &c. 



National Vaccine Establishment, 
MY LORD, 1 4th March 1831. 

TT has required all our industry and zeal to supply the numerous demands which 

have been made upon us for Vaccine Matter from all quarters of the Empire 
since our last Report. 

We have furnished the means of protection to the Army and Navy, to every 
county in England and Scotland, to Ireland, to the Colonies, and moreover to 
sevend of the capitals of Europe ; and nearly 12,000 of the poor of the Metropolis 
and its immediate neighbourhood have been vaccinated in the course of the last year. 

Whilst this affords an undeniable proof of the great diffusion of Vaccination, and 
is a strong argument for the value of this Institution, it diminishes our satisfaction 
to be obliged to confess, that, if Parliament should determine that enough had now 
been done to establish the superior merit of Vaccination above every other security 
against the danger of Small Pox, and that it should be left henceforward to the 
discretion and good sense of the nation to continue the practice from the resources 
of individuals, such a determination would find the country unprepared and 
unprovided with the means of defence, and that a great mortality from Small Pox 
would be an early consequence of the breaking up of this Establishment. 

It is our constant care to admonish those to whom we send Lymph, of the 
propriety of taking advantage of the opportunity of providing a further supply for 
themselves. But it would seem, from the incessant applications which contmue to 
be made to us, either that our warnings are not sufficiently attended to, or what we 
believe to be the fact, from the replies constantly made to us, it is impracticable to 
keep up a continued supply anywhere but in the capital where numerous appointed 
Vaccinators assist and support each other. 

The result of another year's experience is a confirmation of the value of Vaccina- 
tion. We have evidence before us of persons being exposed to the severest trials 
of its power of protection in the midst of the contagion of the Small Pox, with 
impunity ; and though some constitutions do admit a secondary disease, yet this is 
almost always a safe one, though severe in some instances in its first attack, and it 
is not so common as the Chicken Pox used to be after Small Pox given by 
Inoculation.

REPORT, &c. 

THE determination of the Boundaries for the Ordnance Survey of Ireland, 
under 6th Geo. IV. c. 99, was commenced by me, by order of the Marquis 
Wellesley, in the month of August 1825, and has been continued without 
interruption from that period to the present time. 

During the progress of the work, several alterations and improvements have 
taken place in the mode of conducting this Department. I shall now, there- 
fore, describe the system which experience has proved to be the best, and the 
duties performed by each class of persons employed. 

The Establishment consists, first, of m>self, as Conductor of the Boundary 
Department ; second, of four District Boundary Surveyors ; third, of several 
Assistant Boundary Surveyors ; fourth, of Draftsmen and Clerks in the Bound- 
ary Survey OflSce, Dublin. 

In the discharge of my duties as General Superintendent, I keep a settled 
Oflice in the City of Dublin, from which all communications are transmitted to 
the different landed proprietors, announcing the advance of the Survey, and 
calling for the co-operation necessary on their part to give it full effect In 
this Oflice, the maps and other documents required for ascertaining Boundaries 
are requested to be forwarded, and from whence traces of such as are necessary 
are transmitted, under my personal direction, to the different Boundary 
Surveyorii. 
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4 ACCOUNTS OF EXPENDITURE INCURRED 

My time is occupied in making frequent visits to each of the districts under 
survey ; in careftilly examining the monthly Progress Returns ; in comparing 
the Boundaries of the parish sketch maps with each other, and with the docu- 
ments procured from the landed propnetors^ where any difficulty or disagree- 
ment has occurred ; in checking and inquiring into the Expenditure shown in 
the monthly Pay Returns ; and in determinmg disputed Boundaries, by examining 
witnesses, and comparing the maps and claims of contending parties on the 
spot ; and I have the pleasure to state, that in many cases Boundaries have 
been satisfactorily determined, where the extent of property in dispute exceeded 
one thousand acres. 

In each district under survey, the Civil Establishment employed to ascertain 
and mark the Boundaries to be surveyed consists of a District Boundary 
Surveyor and several Assistant Boundary Surveyors ; the number of assistants 
being proportioned to the strength of the Ordnance surveying party in the 
district 

The duties of the District Boundary Surveyors consist chiefly in laying out 
the work for the Assistants, and in visiting them frequently, and marking on 
the ground the lines of Boundary hitherto undetermined, but not disputed, 
being guided by the maps of the parties concerned, or by their agreement, as 
to certain fixed points on the Boundary ; determining minor disputed Bound- , 
aries bjr consent of the parties ; comparing the Boundaries on the sketch 
maps with the traces from the maps of the landed proprietors procured by me ; 
preparing monthly Progress Returns, showing the work performed by each 
person employed auring the month ; and also Returns of the several Payments 
made by him in each month. 



HOW THE WORK IS PERFORMED. 

Previously to commencing a new district or county, an advertisement is 
inserted in the provincial newspapers in general circulation in tlie county, and 
circular letters are sent round by me to all the landed proprietors, or their agents, 
whom we can discover, calling upon them to determme their undefined or dis- 
puted Boundaries, to lend the maps of their estates on which the Boundaries 
are represented, and to appoint meersmen or persons to show their Boundaries. 

Being myself personally acquainted with the greater number of the principal 
landed proprietors in Ireland, I have rarely been refused permission to make 
the necessary traces from their private maps, which are so essential to the 
accuracy as well as rapidity of our progress. 

Having accumulated all the documents that can be procured, the perambu- 
lation of the townlands contained in each parish is commenced by an Assistant 
Boundary Surveyor, attended by the meersmen appointed by the proprietors or 
their agents ; and should they neglect to appoint meersmen when called upon 
to do so, the most intelligent persons that can be found, who are acquainted 
with the Boundaries, are employed by the Boundary Surveyor to point them 
out. 

The Assistant Boundary Surveyor not only perambulates and marks the 
Boundaries of the townlands, &c. but makes a hand sketch, showing the detail of 
the Boundary so perambulated, which he compares with the proprietors* maps j 
and afterwards he prepares from his notes a general hand sketch map of the 
parish, on each of the divisions contained in which he marks the nature of 
the Boundary, whether it be by a stream, drain, earthface, wall, &c. and men- 
tions the part of the fence to be measured to. 

Each of these sketch maps, when completed, is hung up in the Office of the 
District Boundary Surveyor for the inspection and observation of all persons 
interested, and an advertisement is inserted in the newspaper, stating where 
the sketch map maybe seen.. A notice is also posted up in the parish, calling 
upon all persons to come forward and inform the District Boundary Surveyor 
of any inaccuracy that may have occurred, or may be supposed to have 

occurred,

occurred, in perambulating and marking the townland Boundaries. Having 
gone through this ordeal, and the whole having been examined into by me, 
the sketch map (then considered to be complete) is handed over to the officer 
commanding the Ordnance Survey in the district, to serve, in addition to the 
meersman, to guide the surveying parties to the true Boundaries. 

When undetermined or disputed Boundaries occur, the Boundary Surveyor 
calls upon the landed proprietors, or their agents, to fix upon a Boundary ; if 
they neglect to do so (which generally happens), the District Boundary Sur- 
veyor makes a survey of the disputed Boundary, which, together with all the 
documents, are transmitted to me ; and soon afterwards I proceed to the place 
to mark a Boundary for the survey, calling upon those interested to meet me 
on the ground ; and in every case, but three, that has yet occurred, I have 
been fortunate enough to determine a Boundary which has been agreed to by 
all parties. 

It is to be observed, that the northern counties of Ireland, throughout their 
whQle extent, may be classed as mountainous ; for though some of the vallies 
are large, fertile and highly cultivated, the townland divisions generally cross 
their direction at right angles, and a portion of valley and a portion of moun- 
tain are usually comprehended within the limits of each townland. It unfor- 
tunately happens that few Boundaries have hitherto been made in the mountain 
portions ; and the moment our perambulation commences in the vallies, cross 
claims are made for portions of the mountain by the proprietors or tenants of 
the neighbouring townlands. In many cases the Boundary claimed to on both 
sides has been long disputed and frequently litigated ; in others, the tenants 
of the adjoining townlands had grazed the mountain in common, and had never 
thought of a Boundary ; but when it became necessary for the purposes of the 
survey to mark townland Boundaries in the mountains, each party determined 
to claim as much as they could, and were very pertinacious in their demands. 

From the commencement of the perambulation of the Boundaries, every 
exertion has been made by me to adjust the several claims in a satisfactory 
manner; and I am happy to say we have hitherto been able to effect this de- 
sirable object, though the number of disputed Boundaries settled by us exceed 
six thousand, many of which were of considerable extent and value, and had 
been litigated several times. 

Had we proceeded in the rapid manner which we were authorized to do by 
the Act of Parliament, we might have saved ourselves much trouble and vexa- 
tion ; but instead of settling disputes and terminating lawsuits, as we have 
done, we should probably have created new ones; and the Ordnance Map, when 
completed, would not have represented, as it now will do, the true Boundary 
through the mountains, which have been determined with the consent of all 
parties interested, but a set of arbitrary lines, which would have been agreed to 
by none. 

To effect the desirable object I have described, patience, perseverance and 
sound judgment were absolutely necessary. In most cases of importance the 
Boundary Surveyor attends on the ground several times before all the proprie- 
tors or their agents can be got together ; and when they do meet, it frequently 
becomes prudent to adjourn the investigation, without coming to a decision, to 
allow the angry feelings which usually arise at such meetings to subside, and in 
the end the parties generally concur in leaving the matter to our decision. 

In respect to the progress that has been made, I have to state, that within 
the last two years and a half, we have perambulated and ascertained the Bound- 
aries of the Counties of Leitrim, Sligo, Mayo, Cavan, Roscommon, I^ngford, 
Meath, Westmeath, Dublin and Kildare, together with parts of the Counties of 
Donegal, Monagban and Louth, including altogether an area of 5,871,243 
statute acres. 

This rapid progress was rendered necessary by the increased demand for 
the sketch maps of parishes made by the Ordnance Surveyors, We are now, 
however, so far in advance, that I think I may with safety make a considerable 
reduction in the Establishment, particularly in Letter (B.) District in the County 
of Galway,

The perambulation of the Counties of Wicklow, King's County, Queen's 
County and Galway, has been commenced, and nearly the whole of the data 
necessary for the several parish sketch maps for those counties has been pre- 
pared in my oflSce, and is ready to be handed over to the Boundary Surveyors. 

Ireland contains about twenty millions of statute acres, of which, as it ap- 
pears from the foregoing table, upwards often millions of acres have been com- 
pleted. From my knowledge of the country, I am of opinion, that our progress 
will be more rapid in the Midland and Southern Counties than it has been in the 
Northern and Western, partly from the increased experience and skill of the 
Boundary Surveyors, and partly from the country bemg, on an average, more 
cultivated and less mountainous than that which we have gone through ; as I 
have always found, that in flat and cultivated countries we meet with compa- 
ratively few interruptions and delays from unascertained and disputed Bound- 
aries. It is on these grounds that I estimate the sum which will probably be 
required to complete the Boundary Department of the Ordnance Survey of 
Ireland at £.25,000. 

In conclusion, I beg to observe, that a great part of the country in which we 
have been employed consists of mountainous and uncultivated tracts, where the 
Boundaries of property were frequently undetermined, and in many parts dis- 
puted. This circumstance has rendered the determining of the Boundaries a 
most difficult and tedious task ; but I am happy to say, that hitherto we have 
succeeded beyond /ny expectations. Upwards of seven hundred miles in length 
of disputed Boundaries have been determined by myself and assistants, to the 
satisfaction of all parties concerned ; and nearly three thousand miles of unde- 
termined Boundaries have been ascertained and lockspitted under my direction 
since the commencement of the Survey. 

The ascertainment of the Boundaries of property hitherto undetermined or 
disputed has had a most beneficial effect in the country. In many parts meering 
ditches have been made along the lockspitted lines, and drainage and other 
improvements are now in progress in these places, which previously had been 
the scene of frequent bickerings and impounding of cattle among the people, 
and the cause of expensive and interminable lawsuits among the proprietors of 
the soil.

For further elucidation, I send a Map of Ireland on a small scale, on which Map, No. i. 
the portions that have been perambulated and marked, and those that are now 
in progress, are shown by distinguishing colours. 

lalso send a copy of the Sketch Map of the parish of Ballint^rople, in the county Map, No. 2. 
of Cavan, reduced to one half the scale of those which are supplied by the 
Boundary Department, for the guidance of the Ordnance Surveyors. On this 
Sketch Map the situations of the several Boundaries formerly in dispute, but 
which have been satisfactorily determined by the Boundary Surveyors, are 
shown by dotted lines, which lines have been marked 6r lockspitted on the 
ground by small open trenches, cut in the line of the Boundary that has been 
adopted. The length of Boundaries formerly in dispute in the parish, but which 
have been satisfactorily determined by the Boundary Surveyor, amount alto- 
gether to twelve miles five furlongs.

COPY of the Charter of Incorpouatjon granted to the Town of Galwat/^ ^ 

by King Charles the Second. 

CHARLES the Second, by the Grace of God, of England, Scodand, France 
and Ireland, King, Defender of the Faith, &c. : TO all to whome these, psents 
shall come, greeting. Whereas by tres under our royall signett & signe mannnall, 
beareing date att our court att Whitehall, the sixtheenth day of August, which was 
in die three and twentieth yeare of our reygne, directed to our right .trusty and 
welbeloved councellor John Lord Berkdy, our Leiv^ Genall and Genall Gor 
vemor of our said kingdome of Ireland, & to the cheife Governor or Governor* 
there for the tyme being, wee did signifie our royall will & pleamre therein, that 
whereas many of the charters of the severall citties & townes formerly corporate in 
our said kingdome of Ireland have been, by reason of the severall miscarriage^ 
dc misdemenors of the said citties & townes dureing y* time of th<e late horrid 
rebellion in that our kingdome, forfeited unto us, and other of the said corporac^s 
are dissolved or otherwise determined, soe yVwee may justly reseize all y* libties 
& franchises that have been by any our royall ancestors granted to the said corr 
poracons, if wee would take the full & utmost advantage that w^e legally might 
against them ; and that whereas wee were gracously pleased, for the incourafie- 
ment of trade in our said kingdome of Ireland, to extend our favor to such of Uxe

be justices of the peace for the county of Gallway att large, during their conti- 
nuance in their respective offices. And further, of our mere abundant grace, cer- 
tayne knowledge and mere mocon, by and with the advice and consent aforesaid, 
wee will, and by these. 6sents, for us, our heirs and successors, doe give and grant 
unto the said mayor, sherriffs, free burgesses and comonaltie of the said towne 
and county of the said towne of Gallway, and their successors, that when fo soe 
often as it shall happen that the mayor of the said towne of Gallway for the tyme 
being shall dye, or the said office shall become voyd, within the composs of one 
year after he shall be elected, psented, approved and sworn as aforesaia, that then 
Sc in such case it shall & may be lawfuU to & for the sheriffii, free burgesses and 
poinon councell of the said towne, and their successors, within fifteen days after 
such death or vacancies, to choose some other fit pson out of the number of the 
free burgesses to the office of mayor of the said towne ; and y^ such pson being 
soe elected and chosen, & takeing the severall oaths before menconed before the

have full power and authority from tyme to tyme every yeare, a;t the feiist of 
X^ammas, to choose and nominate two honest and discreete free burgesses of the 
§aid tpwne to be sheriffes of the county of the towne of Gallway aforesaid, to 
pontinue for one whole yeare from the feast of St. Michaell the Archangell then 
next following such ellecon inclusive ; and that such psons soe elected, fisented, 
Itpproved and swome in manner as hereafter is set forth, may take upon tnem the 
pxecujEon of the said office of sheriffe, and may hold, execute and enioy the said

clerke, & all other officers of the said towne of Galway, shall bee elected arid chosen 
.otteiy by the mayor, sheriffs and comon councill of the said towne, or the greater 
number of the votes of such of the coinon councill of the said towne as ahall be 
fts^td on the dayes whereon such elleccons are or ought to be usually made ; md 
y* noe freeman of the said towne or other, pson who shall bee not of the comon 
ip6. C councell

our said towne of Gallwav, and if he or they shall desire it, of all or any guild 
brotherhood, society or fellowship of any traae, craft or misterie within the same, 
dureing his or theire residence for die mostpte, and his and theire familyes con- 
stant inhabiting within our said towne of Gaflway, and noe loneer, and shall have, 
exercise & enjoy all priviledges and iinunities of trading, workeing, bujring and 
selling in as large and ample manner as any freeman of die said towne of Gall« 
vtray might have, exercise or enioy by virtue of his or theire freedome, and y* 
every such person or persons who shall be admitted to be free as afores' (hat from 
henceforth bee deemed, esteemed and taken and bee denizon and denizons vnthin 
this kingdome, any law, statute, charter, usage or custome of this kingdome, or of 
any cittie, walled towne or corporacon of me same, to the contrary in any wise 
notwithst"^; provided alwaise, that all such strangers, artificers and others to bee 
admitted freemen as afores^ shall take &e oath of allegiance, and alsoe such other 
bathes as are accustomablv taken by all or' any freeman or members of the said 
towne of Gall way, or by all or any the members of any such guild or brotherliood» 
society or fellowshipp of the trade, craft or other mistery which hee or they sliall 
occupie or exercise, in case he or they shall desire to b^ incorporate into any such 
guild, brotherhood, society or feUowshipp afores^ and shall pay all such & like 
charges as all freemen or subiects of the like trade, craft or mistery shall and doe 
use to pay, and noe other nor more ; and iff the cheife magistrate or magistrates, 
or other persons authorized as aforesaid, of the said towne of Gallway, or any 
master, warden or other governor of any brotherhood, society or fellowship, or anv 
trade, craft or mistery within the said towne of GaJlway, shall refuse to admit 
any such stranger, being a merchant, trader, artificer, artizan, workeman or seaman, 
resideing or comeing into our s"^ kingdome of Ireland with intent as afores' to bee 
a freeman of our said towne of GaJlway, or to be a brother or member of any 
brotherhood, society or fellowship within the same, every such chiefe majo^istrate

And fur', of our more abundant grace, certeyne knowlege and meere mocon, by 
and with the advice and consent aforsS we have given and granted, and by these 
presents, for us, our heirs and succ'*, doe give and grant unto the mayor, sheriffes, 
free burgesses and comonaltie of the said towne and county of the towne of 
Galway, and theire succ'* for ever, that there be within the said county and towne 
and county of the towne of Galway, and the franchises of the same, one guild of 
merchants of the staple, consisting of one mayor, two constables, and of such 
ft number of merchants of the said towne as y* said mayor and constables of the 
said guild of merchants of the staple for the tyme being shall thinke fitt ; and 
ther^ore wee will, and by this our charte * wee doe, for us, our heires & successors, • Sic.

The balances above stated to be in the treasurer's hands on the first days of each assizes, include the levies of the 
preceding assizes just then paid in to him, and to be ^withdrawn from him after the termination of that assizes, in discharge 
of all the sums accoimted for, jmd the various miscellaneous claims on the county. The balances stated to be in his hands 
OR the last days of each assizes> are assumed on a diligent reference to his books, but it is utterly impossible for the trea- 
surer of tlidls coimty to ^nish a precise statement of the sums that may rest with him on the last ^y of any assizes, for his 
payments, although in progress, can have been but partial. Some days must elapse before he can be furnished with 
a return of the discharged queries b^ the clerk of the Crown ; and a considerable portion of the demands on this county 
are not called for for a considerable tune after, the vouchers for them passmg as bank notes fiom hand to hand, and commg 
in to the treasurer at various times between oneiissizes and imother. A greater amount of queries are usually discharged 
at the accounting sessions in October than at either of the assizes, and those are not all called for generally for a month 
after. In this county there is an office open the whole year for transacting the business of the treasurer's department, and 
much disappointment and inconvenience would be felt by the public if it was not so. Respited queries are quite distinct 
from undischarged queries.

Tcnndn on die siimmer Query Book as an apparent debt against the treasurer until the fol- 
lowing sprinji^ assizes. From the vdoption of this pkn, the greatest amount of respited 
queries within the foregoing period, has cone to the sum of \%^^jL ot. 2d This, bow- 
ever, includes the presentments discharged and paid at the ensuing October sessions, and 
gives a very.uniust idea of the treasurer's bakmee. It mt^ ako lead any person unac- 
quainted with this circum$tance to suppose the unpaid queries did amount to so large a sum 
as I have just stated. The real average of respited queries varies from 4,000/. to 7,000/. 
It woirid be most desirable that the Query Book should not be published aner every summer' 
assizes, untit the presentments discharged in October could be left off. This arrangement 
could not i^ect the county, as die old Query Book would equally answer iall acoounUsg pur- 
poses at the October sesiions ; for the grants of die summer cess iust imposed being the 
only addition to the new Query Book; could not be donanded from tne treasurer in October, 
as toey are not payable to him till the following spring assizes. 

No defalcation has taken place in the treasurer's office since the year 1793. My father 
vras appointed at that time, and I succeeded him in the year 181 1. I am not aware of any 
default, even prior to that period.

The above reeognisuee was lodged in the Chief Remembrancer's office, fai the Court of 
Exchequer, on the 30th of September 1817. In pursuance of 4 Geo. 4, c. 33, all necessary 
papers connected with ttiis security were hud before Lord Pfamket, the theU attorney- 
general ; and on the 18th of Decemher 1823 he gave his opinion^ approving of the validity 
of the security. 

From an erroneous idea that it was necessary, I entered into an annual recognizance, with 
two sureties in very large sums, prior to 1817. These securities are also roistered, and 
are valid.

COPY of the Report made in 1830, by the Archbishop ofDuhUn^ to the 
Duke oi Northumberland 9JiA Privy Council in Ireland^ respecting the Union 
of the Parish of JVkklow. 

TO HIS GRACE HUGH DUILE OF NORTHUMBERLAND, 
LORD LIEUTENANT GENERAL AND GENERAL GOVERNOR OF IRELAND, 

IN COUNCIL. 

WE, William by Divine Providence Lord Archbishop of Dtiblirij Primate 
and Metropolitan of Ireland, and Bishop of Glandelaghy beg leave, in 
pursuance of the Act of the seventh and eighth years of His present Majesty V 
reign, chapter forty-three and twenty-one, to report to your Grace in Council, That 
we have made an Order for uniting episcopally the Vicarage of Wicklow and the 
Rectory and Vicarage of Drumkea and the Vicarage of KtlpoUy with their appur- 
tenances, in our Dioceses of Dublin and Glandelagh^ or one of them, for the reasons 
following : — That the said parishes are contiguous, and have been episcopally united 
for the last two hundred years and upwards. That the yearly income to the in- 
cumbent from the same will be as follows : — from the said parish of Wicklow, seven 
hundred and eighty-seven pounds or thereabouts ; from the said parish of Drumkea, 
sixty-three pounds or thereabouts ; and from the said parish of Kilpole, fifty-nine 
pounds or thereabouts ; majcing together nine hundred and nine pounds, which we 
consider not an unreasonable provision for the incumbent who should reside and 
provide for the cures of two chapels of ease within the said parish of Wicklow 
already built, besides the parish church of Wicklow. That the parish of Wicklow 
contains about fourteen thousand nine hundred acres or thereabouts ; the parish of 
Kilpole, about one thousand five hundred acres; the parish of Drumkea, about 
seven hundred and eighty acres ; and the whole union is reputed to be about 
seventeen thousand two hundred acres ; but that a very great proportion of the said 
parish of Wicklow consists of mountains, and marsh and woodlands, and barren 
heath of very considerable extent and little population. That there is a church in 
the said parish of Wicklow, which with its chapels of ease are sufficiently com- 
modious and conveniently situated for the parishioners of the whole of the said 
union to resort to for Divine Service ; and that the most remote part of the said 
parishes of Drumkea and Kilpole respectively is not more than about a mile from 
the said church of Wicklow but there is no church or chapel of ease in either of 
the said parishes of Drumkea or Kilpole. That there are three small houses now 
inhabited by tenants in the parish of Wicklow, belonging to the vicar of Wicklow, 
and four acres, three roods and three perches of glebe land, in the parish of 
Drumkea, belonging to the incumbent of Drumkea, and a glebe of three and a 
half acres belonging to the curate or chaplain of Glanely, one of the said chapels of 
ease in the said parish of Wicklow, on which a glebe-bouse has been erected, and 
now inhabited by the chaplain or curate of Glanely, but no glebe-house in the 
parish of Wicklow, unless one of the small tenements above mentioned can be con- 
sidered as such, or in the said parish of Drumkea or Kilpole. That neither the said 
rectory and vicarage of Drumkea, which contains but about seven hundred and 
eighty-seven acres, or the said vicarage of Kilpole, two thirds of the great tithes 
whereof are impropriate, are, taken singly, of sufficient yearly value to maintain a 
resident incumbent ; and that they could hardly be of sufficient yearly value, if 
united to each other, to support a resident incumbent But it appears to us, that 
there is a legal obstacle to such last-mentioned union of the said benefices of 
Drumkea and Kilpole only, without Wicklow, inasmuch as the said parishes of 
Drumkea and Kilpole are not contiguous to each other, though they are so to the 
said parish of Wicklow, a part whereof lies between the said parishes of Drumkea 
and Kilpole, and separates them from each other, at the same time that it connects 
each of them with the said parish of Wicklow. That, on the whole, we consider an 
episcopal union of the said parishes of Drumkea and Kilpole with the parish of 
Wicklow to be proper and convenient, which we submit to your Grace accord- 
ingly. In testimony whereof we have hereunto signed our name, and caused our 
archiepiscopal seal to be affixed, the Twentieth day of February, in the year of our 
Lord One thousand eight hundred and thirty.

TO HIS EXCELLENCY THE MARQUESS OF ANGLESEY, 
Lord LientenaDt Geaeral and General GoTemor of Ireland. 

May it please Your Excellency, 

WE, the undersigned inhabitants of the Union of Wicklow, beg leave to 
approach Your Excellency with the following statement of facts, and 
supplication for redress. 

The Union of Wicklow became vacant on the 6th of January 1830, by the death 
of Doctor Dealtry, and according to the well known wish of Government, and the 
best interests of the Established Church, the Archbishop of Dublin signified his 
intention of dividing the Union, by instituting a correspondence and interviews with 
the Reverend Doctor Fletcher, who supplied him with maps, valuatiokis and divisions 
of said Union, which proved it to contain above 32 square Irish miles, and above 22,000 
Irish acres of the most peaceable country in Ireland. The Archbishop gave Doctor 
Fletcher every reason to suppose that he would appoint him to the parish i£ 
Killiskey, of which he had been curate for twelve years, for a number of which 
years he received no salary whatever, and for the remainder only about half of a curate's 
salary. He intimated to him that he would make use of his documents with a view 
to a separation, and hoped that he would get what he could for Killiskey ; desired 
him to take no further trouble until he again wrote to him, which would be after 
the usual period of such matters lying iKsfore the Privy Council \ but it appears, 
from the Archbishop^s statement to the Privy Council, dated after these communi- 
cations with Doctor rletcher, that His Grace changed his mind with respect to him, 
and laid before Government a statement diametrically opposed to truth and fact, 
as will appear from the following : 

ist, The Archbishop states the Union to contain only 17,000 acres, whereas the 
best possible map, then in his possession, proves it to contain above 22,000 Irish 
acres. 

2dly, The Archbishop states the Union to consist of only three parishes, vis. 
Drumikey, Kilpoole, and Wicklow, whereas it contiuns six parishes, of which 
Drumkey and Kilpoole are the least considerable, and the parish of Wicklow 
never existed ; and the Archbishop was at the time in possession of a statement 
from the Sequestrator containing all the names of the several parishes, with their 
value, constituting what is commonly called the Union of Wicklow. 

3dly, The Archbishop states the Union mil be worth 909 ^, whereas Doctor 
Fletcher's valuation was 1,500 /. ; and the Archbi^op's son has since declared that 
he will not compound for a less sum than 1,600 /• a year, exclusive of the glebe 
lands, which are worth upwards of 200 /. per annum : and even the Sequestrator's 
valuation was upwards of^ 1,200 /• a year. 

4thly, The Archbishop states that the glebe lands are only eight acres one 
food and three perches, whereas they amount to above 50 Irish acres : and the 
Archbishop states further, that there are but three small houses, whereas there are 
fourteen houses on the glebe premises, one of which pays 30 /• a year. 

5thly, The Archbishop states that a very great proportion of the Union consists 

of mountain and marsh, woodlands and barren heathy and with little population, 

327. whereas 
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whereas the proportion of such land is comparatively small, and the population 
unusually great. 

6thly, The Archbishop states that the parishes of Drumkey and Kilpoole are 
not contiguous, whereas they do join, and there is no such parish as Wicklow 
intervening ; and he also states that they would not be sufficient to maintain a 
clergyman, as a reason for adding the remainder of the Union, which containsy(>c^r 
other parishes, the names of which be did not state before the Privy Council, 
although they are ike largest and most valuable of the Union, and have no impro- 
priate tithes whatever, and for three of which unnamed parishes his son has already 
refused above 1,000 /. per annum, under the Composition Act. He also states that 
Killiskey or Glenely are only chapels of ease, whereas his son refused 350 /. as a 
distinct parish for the former, which has had an independent vestry, &c , ever since 
the church was built ; and he has agreed to compound with the latter for 330/. per 
annum. 

ythly, Because Archdeacon Magee is making exorbitant demands for tithes upon 
a Union, which he only obtained by his father having misled the Privy Council as 
to the number, value, and extent of the parishes composing said Union, although 
he has two other parishes, St. John's in Dublin, and the Archdeaconry of Kil- 
macduagh. 

We therefore humbly entreat Your Excellency will cause inquiry to be made into 
a grievance which a£Pects the best interests of religion, truth and justice, which in- 
volves a very great private wrong, and a very ^at public discontent and disrepute to 
the Established Church, in a district where the revenues of the clergy were collected 
with &cility and satisfaction when demanded. Petitioners were not aware till 
within the last few weeks (when the Archbishop's statement to the Privy Council 
was made a public document) that the present state of things was the result of His 
Grace's elaborate statement ; and although Petitioners drew up a Memorial com- 
plaining of this grievance to the late Government, it was suppressed by Doctor 
Fletcher, from a reluctance to expose this corruption in the Church, but remains 
still in our possession to be produced if required. 

We, the undersigned Petitioners, having every reason to believe that the state- 
ments of the foregoing Petition are founded in fact, and considering them as 
forming a just ground of inquiry, do submit them to the consideration of Your 
Excellency, for whatever redress Your Excellency can afford. And your Petitioners 
will ever pray, &c. &c.
